Many of these players have pursued successful careers both 
here in Australia and overseas, while many have faded away, 
unable to cope with their rapid rise to success. 


This season will be no exception and Parramatta Power's coach 
David Mitchell might have unearthed yet another player with the 
potential to go all the way. 

18-year old Ahmad Elrich, having made his debut against 
Canberra Cosmos as a second half substitute, has gone from 
strength to strength since then, and made everyone sit up and take 
notice. 


“| was shocked and very nervous,” Ahmad recalls, after he was 
told he would be in the squad. “! certainly wasn’t expecting it when 
it happened.” 

But Mitchell knew he had something special, the previous week 
taking Ahmad with the squad to Adelaide to experience life as a 
first team player. 


“| was surprised when told | would be going to Adelaide, but it 
was a eye-opening experience for me to see what the players were 
feeling before, during and after the game. By watching them | knew 
what to expect when | did get into the squad.” 


But nothing can prepare you for biggest moment to date in 
your career, like your debut game in the big leagues. 


“| was extremely nervous, but | was just concentrating on getting a good first touch and | knew that 
would settle me down. Luckily for me | did get a good first touch.” 


It was a big moment in the young man’s soccer career, that started when he was just five, and had 
seen him play all his soccer in the local area. 


“| had played with Parramatta Eagles since the age of nine, progressing through the junior leagues 
and ep the Youth League. | played one season of Under 18s and this year made seven appearances for 
the first team.” 


But it was an approach by one of Mitchell’s players at Sydney United last season, Abbas Saad, that 
saw Ahmad come to the Power. 


“Abbas came to me, saying he had this player with lots of potential and that | should have a look at 
him,” said Mitchell, who had just walked into the room. 


“It didn’t take me long to work out he was right after seeing him in a trial game against Macarthur.” 


Ahmad adds, “I had always looked up to Abbas as a player, not only because he was Lebanese, but 
also because he was a very good player. | was lucky that | got to know him at the start of the year and he 
has helped me lot since.” 


Following his debut, Ahmad kept his place on the bench for the trip to Brisbane and laid on the teams 
only goal with a great pass to Mile Sterjovski. His performance after coming on, saw him earn his first 
starting place against Gippsland. 


“| was probably more nervous for this (Gippsland) game as | was starting. But the other players were 
great and really made it much easier for me. 


They are all top blokes and | have no problems asking the more experienced players for advice,” an 
attribute which Mitchell believes will make him a very good player. 


“It was one of things | noticed quickly about him. He was keen, enthusiastic and always listening to 
instructions very closely. You need to do that at his age because if you don’t, you ususally find it is those 
players who never make it.” 


So far Ahmad has coped very well to the pace of the game at this level, but readily admits there are 
still many things he has to improve on. 
“The faster pace is the first thing you notice at this level. Your first touch also has to be spot on 
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b #’s not, most times you will lose the ball. You also need to be much smarter in your play and 
positioning, as you can be found out very quickly by the opposition if you are not.” 


Easily his best game to date, was in the 3-1 win over Perth Glory two weeks ago, where he laid off the 
last pass for two of the three goals, the second a superb cross that landed perfectly for Jon Angelucci to 
score his second and the teams third. 


This performance certainly caught the eye of many people and he is quickly becoming a crowd 
favourite of the Power supporters. 


“It is nice, | don’t mind it. At first it was a bit weird, people asking me for my autograph but | suppose 
you have to get used it.” 


While Ahmad aims to be his own player and not model himself on anybody, he is big fan of 
Manchester United’s David Beckham. 


“Crossing the ball is probably my best attribute. | practice them regularly, trying to whip them over in 
a similar way to what Beckham does. 


“| would love to be able to consistently cross a ball like he does.” 


While for now, he is content to make a name for himself with Parramatta Power and maybe get the 
chance to represent Australia with the Youth squad, his burning desire is to play in the English Premier 
League one day and also make the Socceroos (having already knocked back the opportunity to represent 
the Lebanon Olympic team). 


However the last word on Ahmad will go to his coach. 


“He is getting better and better with each match, and maturing as a player. He has tremendous pace 
and stamina, and is a great crosser of the ball for someone so young. Once he learns to read the game 
better at this level, | have no doubts he will be a very good player

Angelucci Makes Most of Opportunity 


Jon Angelucci made the most of his first starting appearance of the season, with two 
goals in Parramatta Power's 3-1 win over Perth Glory at the ‘Powerhouse’. 


Replacing Mile Sterjovski, who is on Olyroo duty, Angelucci scored his goals in the 41st 
and 74th minutes, both close range efforts that gave his side breathing space at 
important times in the match. 


Angelucci however was not the only star on the night, with Milan Blagojevic 
magnificent at the back, Andrew Crews first half display was outstanding, while Ahmid 
Elrich continues his impressive start to his NSL career, by setting up two of the goals. 


However, while the Power were worthy winners, a special mention should go to Perth, 
who came for the sole purpose of winning the game, and played there part in what 
was a magnificent game of soccer. 

But not for Crews effort in the first half, the Power could have found themselves 
behind, instead of being 2-0 up.

Both sides kept attacking with play going from end to end but it was a quick counter-attack by the Power that sealed 
the win in the 74th minute. 

Walter Ardone found Elrich wide on the right, and the young midfielder swept upfield before crossing perfectly for the 
rampaging Angelucci, to touch beautifully past Franken.
